These statistics will also prove in a 
great measure that the -oarsman p has 
the-promise of longer life than the 
average student 
' 
/ MIn this connection it might be men- 
tioned that at the fortieth anniversary 
of the founding of Cornell university j 
every member of her first victorious j 
crew of T5 was present and'looked fit • 
to take his place in the boat and com- j 
pete .with any crew of similar age ' 
which might be gathered together.

anv iateabon to eliminate legitimate 
jobbers trom the coal busaess. It bas 
not only recognized raeJr importance 
to the conduct of the trade, but fans an- 
nounced its Intention to so fix I 
price* ot caul at the mmf« as to en- 
able the mine operators to compen- 
sate the jobbers for their services. 
Tue Fuel Administration insiat that 
bona fide Jobbers Trill not be forced 
out ot business by the proposed 
change. They will simply be compell- 
ed to look to the operator for their 
compensation as they we-e accustom 
eti to do before the allowance by the 
Fuel Adcunisteaoa at tie margin. 


Ic view ot the protests, however 


the Fuel Administration baa deemed 
it adnaable to make a more detailed 
statement t*"" it has done heretofore, 
o' the circumstances that impelled it 
to take tbe proposed action. 


Prior to the entrance ot the Uni- 


ted States into the war and for nearly 
thre» months thereafter, tbe jobbei 
bad always bought from tbe operator 
for less than the retailer could buy 
direct. In other -words the pnce to 
the retailer was the same whether he 
bought, direct from tie 
mim 
or 


through the jobber The so-called job- 
bers margin was an. innovation. 


Alter the Fuel Admhn&tration bad 


been organized and the President had 
fixed the prices of coal tke practice of 
allowing the jobber to add his com 
mission to those prices was continued. 


Under th« regulations issued by 


President Wilson August 23 1917, a 
Jobber is defined as "a person (or 
other agencj) who jMirchases and re- 
sells coal to coal dealers or to con- 
sumer* without physically handling 1' 
on, over or through his own -vehicle 
dock trestle or yard ' 


After several months of operation 


under the practice of allowing tn< 
jobber 'o add a corn-mission, or margin 
to the p-ice of coal at the mine, Jt de- 
\ eloped that ttas margin was being 
charged and collected in many ways 
not contemplated bv the Fuel Admin- 
istration 
Agencies whicn 
while 


techmcallv jobbei s, were not ouch in 
fact, or were ciosel} affiliated with 
the operators for whom they "acted 
collected the jobber s margin * men 
thus became a mere increase in thi 
profit o! the operator 


One o[ the method* by which tnis 


profit »as obtained by the operator 
was, the practice of swapping coal. 
Two operators would agrafe to act, as 
jobbers tor each other in the sale o 
their output, each collecting the job- 
ber s margins 


Another practice was that of organ 


izing subsidiary companies, the soli 
function of which was to act as thi 
ostensible jobbers 
of the producing 


companies by whjch. they were ownec 
and to collect tbe commiacioii allowed 
by the Fuel Administration 


The effect of these practices was to 


add trom 15 to 30 cents a ton to the 
cost of coal to the consumer for serv- 
ices that vtre merely fictitious, and to 
give operators indulging in such prac 
tk.es a greater profit than that ob- 
tained by those of their competitors 
who employed bona fide jobbers. Tbs 
business of the bona flde jtobher suffer 
ed materially by reason of these prac- 
tices. 
I 


Officials of the Fuel Administration 


felt that a coutiiKMince of the com- 
mission oVfovraaca to jobbers would 
be tantamount to a tacit consent to the 
operation of these fictitious Jobbers; 
Effective supervision of the business 
o( individual operators and jobbers 
and investigation 
ot their relations 


could not be undertaken by the Fuel 
Adminlatratlon became of th« expense 
andt he amount of labor that would 
have been entailed. 


After a thorough investigation of 


every phase of the situation, which 
included conferences with repreaeata- 
tives of every branch ot the coal busi- 
ness the Fuel Administration decided 
fi»* the only solution was to recom- 
mend to the President the revocation 
ot the regulation allowing ttt* com 
DHMUcm or margin to the jobber and 
as a substitute tbe fixing of prices of 
coal at the mine that will enable tbe 
operator to compensate tbe bona fide 
jabber for bis Cervices.
